' A Bridge of Ants 


A species cf ants which spin silk 
ts common in hot countries. The 
ynts nest in.irees, binding, the leaves 
together to make thelr nests. The 
silk used for his purpose is not secret- 
ed by the adult ants, but by. the larv- 
ne. In order to attach the silken 
threads and draw the leaves together 
the ants must carry the larvaé,about 
from leaf to leaf. When two distant 
leaves are to be drawn together a re- 
markable- method is employed. —-Five 
or six ants form a chain bridging the 
gap between the leaves, each gripping 
the waist of another in its mandibles. 
A number of such chains will co-oper- 
ate in bringing two-leaves-together.

Why Rain Clouds Are Black. 

The color of a cloud depends on the 
manner in which the sunlight falls 
upon it and the position of the observ: 
er. It will be noticed that bigh clouds 
are always white or light in color, and 
this is because the light by which they 
fre seen is reflected from the under- 


| surface by the pumberless drops of 


moistnre which go to form tbe cloud. 
Heavy rain clouds, on the other band, 
are found much nearer the earth, and 


‘so the light falls on them more direct- 


ly from above, giving a silver lining to 
the cloud, thougy the undersurface ap 
pears black owlng to the complete re- 
flection and absorption of the light by 
ihe wpper layers,
